Defenders S'fill 
Fight Off Attack 

SHANGHAI. (Pi—Advance col¬ 
umns of Japanese troops assailed 
Nanking’s historic w’alls tonight. 

Japanese officers who announced 
the attack said a spearhead of the 
invaders was attempting to climb 
the city’s massive battlements 
with scaling ladders—a maneuver 
handed down through the middle 
ages. 

Gates of the apparently doomed 
city were closed. Chinese had 
started a final stand which seemed 
de.stined to fail. 

Japanese asserted that their 
main forces had not yet reached 
the city but added that they were 
‘‘progressing satisfactorily and ac¬ 
cording to schedule.” 

KAI-SHEK FLEES 

The spokesman did not say how 
soon he expected the fall of the 
one-time fountainhead of National¬ 
ist China. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek, 
China’s leader, had left Nanking, 
Chinese advises disclosed. He and 
Madame Chiang, head of China's 
airforce, were said to have de¬ 
parted by airplane for Nanchang, 
capital of the interior province of 
Kiangsi. The government evac¬ 
uated two weeks ago. 

Meager foreign dispatches trick¬ 
ling through from Nanking con¬ 
firmed Japanese reports that Nip¬ 
pon's warplanes had pounded the 
city with bombs. 'These advices, 
however, did not mention the ex¬ 
tent of casualties or damage. 

The Chinese boom at Klangyin, 
blocking Japanese warships from 
an attack on Nanking, remained 
intact. Japanese previously had 
reported its destruction. 

STILL FIGHTING 

Chinese said their troops were 
more than holding their own ex¬ 
cept in the Nanking area. Flying 
columns of China's Communist 
armies were said to be amassing 
a guerrilla force of 100,000 to 
harass Japanese in North China. 

A Japanese embassy spokesman 
said proposals of foreigners to 
save Hangchow from bombarbment 
were under consideration with the 
possibility that a neutral zone I

Tuskegee Institute for the ad¬ 
vancement of the negro race was 
started by one man—Booker T. 
Washington, born in slavery. 

In the face of all the facts be¬ 
fore us. 

It’s foolish to say "What can 
one man do?” 

I’ve never felt sorry for any¬ 
one, man or woman, for having 
to earn a living. I do look with 
inestimable pity, however, on any¬ 
one who has no enthusiasm for 
the work he is doing. To me, it 
is a great tragedy if one does 
not find early in life the kind of 
work he likes to do that he may 
apply in full force all the enthu¬ 
siasm of youth. Charles M. 
Schwab, chairman of the board of 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
says: ”A man can succeed in any¬ 
thing for which he has real en¬ 
thusiasm.” 

Elbert Hubbard had his idea 
about success, too: He said: 
“Enthusiasm is like having two 
right hands.” 

If I had a son, 1 would, almost 
from the day of his birth, try to 
steer him toward the work he 
liked, and instill in him enthusi¬ 
asm for his task. Succeeding in 
this, I should need to give little 
further thought to his success. 

Beethoven used a walk in the 
country and a thunder storm as 
themes for one of his great sym¬ 
phonies. Offhand, these appear 
very simple topics, but to a mas¬ 
ter like Beethoven, Nature, the 
simplest of all subjects, is at the 
same time the most powerful and 
the most inspiring.

DR. EAMES IS 
DEATH VICTIM 

NEW YORK. (JP) — A man 
whose formal education never car-, 
ried him beyond grammar school 
died yesterday, the holder of de¬ 
grees from three universities and 
known throughout the world for 
his scholarly achievements. * 

He was Dr. Wilberforce Eames, 
82, chief bibliographer of the New 
York public library. 

Dr. Eames lived in a house so 
crammed with books that concrete 
props were necessary to keep the 
floors from collapse. His research 
among dusty tomes unearthed so 
many valuable historical facts 
that he won the nickname of "the 
Sherlock Holmes of literary de¬ 
tectives.” He was an authority 
on languages of the North Amer¬ 
ican Indian, and could read Japa¬ 
nese and Chinese and many of the 
Bantu dialects of Africa. 

A1 this knowledge traced back 
to the day when, a 12 -year-old 
boy, he borrowed six volumes of 
Gibbon’s "Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire.” Impressed by 
the hundreds of references, he 
copied every title and set out to 
read them. Each book led to 
others until his knowledge earned 
him the tribute of Dr. Harry Mil¬ 
ler Lydenberg, director of the 
New York public library.

City council last night shifted 
the playoff battle over bookie 
shops to a neutral field. 

In a double-barreled motion it. 
declined to adopt its "emergency” 
prohibitory ordinance, and ordered 
City Attorney L. W. Blodget to 
join forces with Fullerton’s City 
Attorney Ray Thompson in a court 
test of a similar ordinance adopt¬ 
ed there.

Slight Increase Shown In 
College Football Crowds 


NEW Y’ORK. IJPI -Despite anal- 
most unprecedented siege of bad 
weather and the effects of a busi¬ 
ness recession, college football 
moved along on slightly higher 
levels for attendance and receipts 
during the 1937 campaign. 

The survey, based on home game 
attendance only, revealed that 7,- 
744,803 fans witnessed the 387 
home games of 75 representative 
schools. This compared with the 
1936 figure of 7,613,768 for 397 
games. Average attendance per 
game this year thus was 20,010 
compared with 19,178 a year ago. 

The Southwest and South led all 
the rest in percentage of increase, 
roughly 16 per cent in each ca.se. 
The Rocky mountain sector fol¬ 
lowed with 14 per cent, the Mid¬ 
west with 6 per cent, the far West 
with 5 per cent and the East with 
1 per cent. 

The weather, especially in the 
East, undoubtedly was a major 
factor in reducing the gain for the 
country as a whole.

NEWPORT - BALBOA. -- Oil on 
the untroubled waters of Newport 
bay bothered the city council here 
last night. 

Council members received a let¬ 
ter from the U. S. engineer's office 
in Los Angeles setting forth com¬ 
plaints that a boom installed for 
the purpose of halting flow from 
an abandoned oil well on the west 
arm of the bay was not function¬ 
ing. The well is on the site of the 
old refinery district, where tar at 
one time was produced and mar¬ 
keted. 

City Engineer R. L. Patterson 
reported that oil at times bubbles 
from the water offshore, adding 
that he believed a bulkhead would 
not halt the pollution. His assist¬ 
ant, John Seigel, said that pollu¬ 
tion has been very slight in the 
past, with only a "rainbow” of oil 
noted on the water. 

TO INVESTIGATE 

Patterson will confer with mem¬ 
bers of the pollution department of 
the division of fish and game next 
week in an effort to discover ex¬ 
tent of pollution. 

The west arm of the bay came 
in for further consideration when 
T. W. Taylor, representing patrons 
of the Taylor Boat Service, claimed 
that two. fishing barges moored 
near The Arches might become a 
menace to property in case of 
storm.s. Councilmen will ask Har¬ 
bormaster Bouchey to check an¬ 
chorages of both ships and make 
sure they will not break loose dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

Councilmen were astounded to 
receive a compliment from a resi¬ 
dent of Balboa Island on the $200,- 
000 sea wall and promenade proj¬ 
ect, completed during the summer, 
as many complaints have been re¬ 
ceived on the structure. J. P. Pey¬ 
ton, 316 Grand Canal, compli¬ 
mented the city on the project, 
pointing to the fact that the huge 
wall keeps the water from seeping 
on the island, and is worth the cost 
to property owners. 

SEEK REP.AIRS 

A group of island property own¬ 
ers requested repairs or replace¬ 
ment of curbings on Pearl avenue 
between Park avenue and South 
Bay Front, pointing to the fact 
that the present improvements are 
in a state of disrepair. Signing the 
petition were M. C. Dodd, H. H. 
Tracy, T. H. Webb and H, D. An¬ 
drews. 

A request from Paul Johnson 
and the Elks lodge at Burbank to 
lease city-owned waterfront prop¬ 
erty near the Sea Scout camp for 
mooring boats was denied by the 
council, which held to its policy of 
not leasing city land when pri¬ 
vately-owned property still was on 
the market. A request from the 
harbor 20-30 club for opening of a 
street crossing between Ninth and 
Fifteenth streets to safeguard 
school children was tabled. At 
present the one-way street cau.scs 
cars to drive against traffic in the 
vicinity of the elementary school 
on Central avenue.

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OLD TIME TROUPER TAKES FINAL CURTAIN 


VAaOEYILLE 
TEAM SPLIT 
BY DEATH 

Eddie Klein, SERA 
Bandmaster, Dies 

The final curtain has descended 
for Eddie Klein, well-known con- 
duetor of the Federal Music Proj¬ 
ect band unit. Word of Klein’s 
death Saturday night at his home 
at Surf Side Colony, Seal Beach, 
was received here today by Leon 
Eckles, project supervisor. 

In failing health for weeks 
prior to his demise, Klein was 
forced to retire from active work 
and hi.s place as bandmaster of 
the band unit on the open-air se¬ 
ries of concerts in Birch Park 
was filled by Dale Porter. 

A human intere.st story; a story 
that is true of countle.ss people 
of the stage, is embodied in the 
career of Eddie Klein. For thirty- 
five years, he and his equally tal- 
entecl wife, who survives him, were 
vaudeville headliner.s, trodding the 
length and breadth of the land on 
the Keith-Orpheum circuit. They 
had a musical act, the Klein.s, 
sometimes augmented by a small 
band, more frequently (lone as a 
“toam" with Eddie at the piano 
and his wife putting over the 
songs. They were billed as Klein 
and Murphy during tho.se days 
when vaudeville was at its height. 
You had to be good to get a 
“.spot" on the Keith circuit; you 
had to be even better to stay 
there. The team of Klein and 
Murphy had won and kept an 
enviable place in high brai'kets of 
the theatrical world. 

Then, with the advent of the 
movie.s, vaudeville slowly, .surely, 
suffered a decline. Too di.shearten- 
ingly fast, vaucieville houses were 
darkened, torn down. On the sites 
of many of the old shrines dedi¬ 
cated to their profession, gigantic 
buildings patterned after Cathe¬ 
drals, .sprang up to hou.se the pro¬ 
ductions of the motion picture in¬ 
dustry. Vaudeville, like Hamlet, 
lay dead. 

Finding it difficult to bridge 
the great gaps in their branch of 
the show business, the Kleins re¬ 
tired from the stage, coming to 
California and .settling in Long 
Beach. They tried their hand in a 
new venture, opening a candy 
.store and .soda fountain, and 
sometime later Eddie joined the 
Ix)ng Beach municipal hand where 
he remained as saxophone .soloist 
for five years. And time marched 
on. 

Three years ago. Klein took 
charge of the SERA band here, 
.serving as conductor, and up un¬ 
til a month before hi.s death, he 
acted in a similar capacity for a 
period of two years with the 
WPA band. 

Frequently in the recent past 
this old, popular team of Klein 
and Murphy were called upon to 
put on a skit, gratuitously, for 
.some benefit or the other but for 
the most part, they were far re¬ 
moved from the plaudits of audi¬ 
ences as theatrical entertainers. 
And only a few short weeks ago. 
Fiddle summed it all up with 
blithe optimism in the vernacular 
of hi.s profe.ssion: “It i.s better to 
be a ‘has been’ than a ‘never 
was.' ’’ 

Eddie has taken hi.s last cur¬ 
tain call and hi.s passing i.s noted 
with deep regret by hi.s fellow 
worker.s on the F^ederal Music 
Project. 

Funeral services with Ma.sonic 
rites were held this morning at 
10 o’clock at Motell’s funeral 
establishment in I>ong Beach.

Camera Science 


Modern photography is an art, but the results of one 
Santa Ana camera are strictly a science. This camera s sole 
job is copying, and its pictures are exact in every detail. 
They’re even admissable as evidence in court. 


Oiierated by the Orange coun¬ 
ty Blue Print shop, the camera 
(weighing 400 pounds, worth 
nearly .S2000) is Santa Ana’s 
onl.v photostat ma<‘hine, is used 
to copy Important documents, 
checks, letters, etc. 

* * • 

Though the blue print shop 
specializes in both blue printing 
and photo.stat.s, there’s no connec¬ 
tion between the two, and they’re 
done by entirely different proce.s- 
ses. Photostats are made by pro¬ 
jecting the picture through a cam¬ 
era len.s and onto .sensitized pa¬ 
per “film"; no cameras or lenses 
are used, on the other hand, in 
making blue prints, which is 
strictly a contract process. 

* » » 

Architects and engineers are 

best blue print customers, pay 

for their prints by the square 
foot, because they’re made on a 
long roll of paper sfuisitive 
enough to turn blue if e.vposed 
to the sun for a minute and a 
half. 

* * • 

Indoors, blue prints are made 
by drawing opaque lines on trans¬ 
parent paper, laying the paper on 
the .sensitized roll and exposing it 
to five lOOO-candlepower carbon 
arc light.s. The process is continu- 
ou.s, since the exposed paper is 
rolled into the rear of the blue 
print machine, developed, washed 
an** dried. Prints can be 42 inches 
wide (the width of the roll) and 
as long as the customer wi.shes. 
The local shop’s machine can turn 
out up to 500 yards in a day.

PhotostatH also aro made on a 
roll of sensitized pai>er, but the 
proeesH is altogether different. 1 
The .300-foot mil is threaded | 
into the eamera like a roll of I 
kodak film, is rolled down I 
through the eaniera and eut off ;

The camera -rear of w'hich \9 
inclosed in a darkroom—i.s mount- 
cfl horizontally but takes pictures | 
vertically.

Negatives are the only photo¬ 
stats admissable as evidence, be¬ 
cause they can't be tampered with. 
The negative can be retouched be¬ 
fore the positive i.s made, but a 
judge could spot any changes in 
the negative it.self.

Pholostatic eopies ran reduce 
originals to half size or enlarge 
them to double size. To extend 
(hem beyond that, the copies 
must be copied, and that cop.v 
copied until the customer has 
the desired size print.

Only documents the blue print 
shop won’t copy are certain ones 
prohibited by federal statute— 
bonds and other financial obliga¬ 
tions of the United States, such 
as money, postage or internal rev¬ 
enue' stamps. Naturalization pa¬ 
pers also are taboo, and so is any 
copyrighted matter. 

• ♦ • 

When envelo|>es are photo- 
staled for court record, a stick¬ 
er marked “stamp” must be 
pasted over the postage stamp, 
because the government Is pain¬ 
fully strict in its interpretation 
of the law. Penalty is .SIO.OOO 
fine or 10 years in federal peni¬ 
tentiary, and there aren’t any 
e.xtenuating eireiimstanees.

Most photostat business comes 
from attorney’s city and county 
officials, banks and other public 
.service organizations. The general 
public is ju.st beginning to get ac¬ 
quainted with the procc.s.s, and pri¬ 
vate citizens who patronize the 
Orange county shop u.sually come i 
to get aging documents, family' 
records, wills and deeds copied so 
originals can be locked in a .safety 
deposit vault.

NO JOBS BUT 
AGRICULTURE 
EXAMS SLATED 


There aren’t any jobs open now, 
but Agricultural Commissioner D. 
W. Tubbs today announced writ¬ 
ten examinations for inspectors, 
used to establish an eligible list 
for appointments. 

Written tests will be held Dec. 
29, with oral examinations later 
for those who pass the written 
examination. 

"No vacancy at present,” said 
Tubbs, “in the Orange county ag¬ 
ricultural office, but a state law 
requires that the director of ag¬ 
riculture pass on the qualifica¬ 
tions of all persons desiring to 
become county agricultural in- 
sfiectors, and at the present time 
the eligible list is entirely ex¬ 
hausted.” 

Candidates, said Tubbs, may se¬ 
lect one or more of the following 
branches of the work in which to 
qualify: plant quarantine and 
nursery stock inspection; field and 
orchard Inspection and plant pest 
control; standardization of fruits, 
nuts, vegetables, eggs and honey; 
and rodent control and seed in¬ 
spection; and apiary inspection. 

Besides the specific branches of 
the work which he selects, each 
candidate will be examined on his 
knowledge of the agricultural 
code and other laws and regula¬ 
tions. 

Applications must be filed with 
the director of agriculture at Sac¬ 
ramento by Dec. 18. Blanks may 
be obtained at Tubbs’ office in the 
courthouse annex.

When that wild alarm sounds, panic spreads and men 
and boys with blazing guns come running to slay the beast. 

Thousands of pets have been slaughtered in this 
fashion in days past. 

Now people know better. They realize that every dog 
which acts strangely is not mad. And they know that 
froth around the mouth is no Indication of rabies. 

When the alarm, “Mad dog’’ rings out, hearts still 
freeze with terror. There is a tendency to grasp guns; 
but education has taught the public that the best thing 
to do is call the police, poundmaster or health department. 

Sensible action of this kind has stayed a rabies epi¬ 
demic in La Habra, according to news reports. And it 
will stay one here, should the dread canine frenzy spread 
to Santa Ana. 

Poundmaster Pickering lists these symptoms for ra¬ 
bies: The animal won’t eat; when it drinks the water runs 
back out of the mouth because of paralysis of the throat; 
its lower jaw hangs; it is very irritable and has a tendency 
to snap. 

Note this: It does not froth at the mouth, unless it 
has been running. Frothy jaws are not a sign of rabies. 

If your or your neighbor’s pet develops rabies symp¬ 
toms, health authorities will be glad to take the animal 
into quarantine for 10 days. 

They say: “Don’t shoot your pet. You might kill an 
innocent, uninfected dog whose alarming symptoms are 
due entirely to something else.”

HARD ON HOUSINCJ 

All of this was -something of a 
setback to the federal housing ad¬ 
ministration of which Moffett was 
the boss. But the President, al¬ 
ways lenient where human beings 
are concerned, let Jimmy stay on 
until Sept., lO.'i.’j, when he re¬ 
signed and was rc|)lacod by Stew¬ 
art McDonald, one of his a.“sist- 
ants. 

Mr. McDonald, foinier St. Louis 
police commissioner, had matrjc.i 
into the Moon Motor car family. 
Eventuall,v both his marnage and 
Moon Motors broke uj) (though 
the two smash-ups were not nec- 
es.sarily related) and Mr. McDon¬ 
ald came to Washington where he 
appeared in riding breeches a. 
swank cocktail parties. 

Mr. McDonald was regarded as 
a better housing administrator 
than Jimmy Moffett. It i.s quite 
po.ssihle that the housing fault was 
neither Jimmy’s nor McDonald's, 
for it is hard to per.suade the pub-1 
lie to build houses. This point will 1 
be taken up in subsequent articles. 

But be that iis it may, the ac-1 
complishments of neither was any- j 
thing to write home about. 

Jimmy Moffett devoted most of 
hi.s efforts to ballyhoo. This was 
not entirely a bad idea, .since it 
was neces.sary to .show the man 
in the stre^et how he could now 
borrow money from hi.s own bank 
to build a home. (The FHA guar¬ 
anteed all housing mortgages un¬ 
dertaken by the banks.) 

So Jimmy went on the air with 
a series of broadcasts, and hired I 
a staff of newspapermen in Wash¬ 
ington as publicity promoters. Fed¬ 
eral housing became the greatest 
ballyhoo agency of the government, 
which is saying a lot during these 
ballyhoo-minded days of the New- 
Deal. 

The result was that Ihou.sands 
of letters asking for loans poured 
into the FHA. A lot of people 
wrote in who had no po.ssinle 
chance of repaying mortgages and 
some of them borrowed money 
from the banks on the government 
guarantee of repayment. 

It wa.s the greatest publicity 
campaign put on in Washington 
since the days when William Gibbs 
McAdoo floated the Liberty Loans. 
But when all the smoke had 
cleared away and the results were 
in, the number of houses built was 
pitifully small.

The situation is not peculiar to 
the present administration, how¬ 
ever, for as long ago as 1927 the 
late Senator Schali, of Minnesota, 
wrote that “the agents can trump 
up taxes and charges against the 
perfectly decent and innocent tax¬ 
payer and magnify and twist pre¬ 
texts to do it.” 

"Having .started in pursuit,” 
Senator Schali wrote, "the agent 
apparently has or assumes author¬ 
ity to impute fraud to the most 
innocent tran.saction.s and the per¬ 
fectly innocent taxpayer must sub¬ 
mit to the indignities, odium and 
accu.sations of fraud and crimi¬ 
nality and be put to heavy expense 
to prove to his own government 
that he is not a criminal. Cases 
have been known where to hold 
any tax due would be so techni¬ 
cal as to be fanciful and where no 
actual gain wa.s had by the tax¬ 
payer. Yet marauding agents have 
charged fraud and criminality, the 
bureaus apparently hoping that 
the charges might favor the bu¬ 
reau in forcing a settlement from 
the taxpayer. A citizen, smarting 
under false accusations, may go 
to Washington seeking an impar¬ 
tial hearing, but he is advised not 
to show his indignation to those 
before whom the hearing is had 
because they can make it go hard 
with him. Advi.se is unhesitatingly 
given to crook the knee of those 
before whom one goes for a hear¬ 
ing, and these hearings are little 
better than a star chamber affair 
where every bias and partiality 
are against the taxpayer from be¬ 
ginning to end.

WASHINGTON. 


The problem 
[ of housing has been approached 
from many different directions by 
the New Deal, but still remains 
un.solved. It is one of the most 
confused questions in Washington. 

This diversity of attack al.so has 
confused the public, and for pur- 
po.ses of clarification, it should be 
noted that there have been three 
different approaches to the hous¬ 
ing problem; 

1. The Home Owners’ Loan Cor¬ 
poration (HOLC) inaugurated un¬ 
der Hoover to handle mortgages 
on homes already constructed 
which the banks considered poor 
ri.sks. 

2. The Federal Housing Admin¬ 
istration (FHA) inaugurated by 
Roosevelt to finance the building 
of new houses and repairs on old 
ones. 

3. The Housing Division of the 
Public Works Administration al.so 
inaugurated by Roosevelt to erect 
large scale apartments or com¬ 
munity centers as an effort at 
slum clearance. These are intended 
for the lower income groups. More 
recently this work has been taken 
over by the newly created hous¬ 
ing authority under the Wagner 
act. 

The President’s message to con- 
grt«s dealt with only with No. 2, 
namely the FHA, for the financ¬ 
ing of private home con.struction 
with government aid.

JI.AIMY MOFFETT 

The federal housing administra¬ 
tion was established by congress 
in 1934 and had the musiortune to 
be placed in charge of James A. 
Moffett, who probably did as much 
to retard housing as anyone— with 
the possible exception of the build¬ 
ing and loan associations. 

Jimmy Moffett contributed $12,- 
000 to the Roosevelt campaign and 
early leaped aboard the Roose¬ 
velt bandwagon. He deserved re¬ 
ward—and got it—though at the 
I expense of the taxpayer. 

Son of a wealthy oil man, Jimmy 
grew up among the different 
Standard Oil companies, now is 
vice president of Standard Oil of 
California. Jimmy’s troubles 
seemed to follow him wherever he 
went. First he joined the NRA, 
resigning a $100,000 a year job 
as vice president of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey after a quarrel with 
Walter Teagle, president. 

Roosevelt next made him hous¬ 
ing administrator, and he promptly 
fell in love with Mrs. Adeline Kim 
"Tugboat Annie" Moran, whose 
former husband once contiolled the 
tugboat business of New York 
harbor. 

Just about the time Jimmy di¬ 
vorced his first wife to marry Mrs. 
Moran, the first Mrs. Moffett was 
killed in a fall from the window 
of her New York apartment. 

Then Jimmy’s daughter, Ade¬ 
laide, married David "Winkie" 
Brooks, nephew of Lady Astor, at 
rather an early age, and shortly 
thereafter her husband was killed 
in a fall from a New York hotel 
window. 

Then Jimmy and “Tugboat 
Annie” were divorced, later re¬ 
married, and then divorced again.

In 1935, the fir.st full year of 
operation (the FHA act wa.s 
passed by congre.ss in June, l!).’i4) 
only 42,147 mortgages were i.ssued. 
Of these, only one-half were for 
new homes, the remainder being 
to finance repairs. 

Next year this figure went uji 
to 109,611 mortgages i.ssued, of 
whieh one-half again were new 
homes and the other half for re¬ 
pairs. Figures are not eomplete 
for this year, but during the first 
ten months, FHA issued 94,642 
mortgages. 

These figures mean very little 
unless compared with predepres- 
sion building. During the six years 
from 1920 through 1926, the coun¬ 
try built an average of 550,000 
houses a year. Against this, Llie 
largest number of houses con¬ 
structed through FHA financing 
in any one year was only about 
55,000. This does not include priv¬ 
ately financed building, hut this 
was negligible. 

In other words, with all the 
ballyhoo of Jimmy Moffett and 
all the stimulus of government 
guarantees, housing had diminished 
to only one-tenth of what it wa.s 
before the depression.
